The proposed am*ndm*nt to aitbb* 
2 of the state constitution relative to 
the proposod small legislate** ;.*■ 
vide* that there shall be 5® memle rH 
of the house of representatives and 
22 members of the senate. 
Bot ii rep­ 
resentatives and senators are to be 
elected 
from 
districts. 
Heretofore 
representatives have been elec ted by 
counties, and senators by districts. 
In 19U2 ail am endm ent to the con­ 
stitution was adopted by th* people 
giving to each coun'y a representa­ 
tive, that each county's individual .li­ 
te rests might be represented on the 
floor of the house, regardless of popu­ 
lation. 
The proposed amendm ent re­ 
verses the existing plan and substi­ 
tutes representation in the house by 
districts of equal population. 
In determining the district entitled 
to a representative, the population of 
the state shall he divided by 50. 
The 
comm ittee recently appointed bv (gov­ 
ernor Cox to explain 
this 
proposed 
amendment cannot forecast how the 
general assembly may 
district 
the 
state, but tic following illustrates the 
amendm ent's effect: 
Under th** last 
federal census Cuyahoga county will 
have at least six members of the 
house and Hamilton four. In addition, 
Franklin, Lucas, Mahoning, Stark aud 
Summit counties would have on** or 
more representatives. 
N either of tile 
three counties next in 
size—Colum­ 
biana, Belmont and Lorain—would be 
entitled to a 
single 
representative. 
Twenty-nine of the sm aller 
counties 
would have but seven members 
In 
contiguous territory, Jackson, Vinton, 
Pike and 
Hocking 
counties 
would 
have no representative and Guernsey, 
Morgan, Noble and Monroe* one rep­ 
resentative. 
In determining the 
population 
of 
the state, the general assembly may 
ase the federal census, or any other 
method it may choose. 
The present 
assembly, at its special session in 
1914. shall district the stats for both 
house and senate for the next IO 
years, and beginning in lWlh?, th*; gen­ 
eral as em bl) shall in every IO years 
determine 
the 
said 
districts.
